Machinists striking Eastern 'Airli- 
nes failed to win appellate court per- 
mission Wednesday to shut down 
commuter railroads in the New York 
City area, an effort apparently aimed 
at forcing federal intervention in the 
5-day-old walkout.

The survey shows statewide prop- 
erty tax levels increased slightly from 
0.97 percent to 0.98 percent of the 
value of the home. The average 
amount of taxes paid on a $75,000 
home statewide in 1988 was $737. 

According to the study, Salt Lake 
County residents paid the most prop- 
erty taxes at 1.12 percent or an aver- 
age of $837 on a $75,000 home. 

Residents of Summit County paid 
the least amount of property taxes at 

.60 percent or an average of $453. 

Utah County Assessor Ron Smith, 
said the reason Salt Lake County res- 
idents pay more taxes is because they 
rely on more government services.

Utah High Court decision 
may alter city government

The May 1988 Scherbel decision by 
the Utah Supreme Court on the sep- 
aration of powers in city govern- 
ments, has caused the Orem City 
Council to look at changing their gov- 
ernmental procedures, said Paul 
Johnson, city attorney. 

The city council and city manager 
form of government that Orem uses 
now was voted in during the city’s 
1980 election, said Johnson. This 
form of government made Orem’s 
city manager the chief executive offi- 
cer in the city, not the mayor or the 
city council, he said. The mayor and 
city council act as a legislative body 
and the city manager acts as the ad- 
ministrative arm. 

Since the city began using the city 
council and city manager form of gov- 
ernment, there has always been 
some administrative responsibilities 
that the city council performed and 
did not give to the city manager, said 
Johnson. “The Scherbel case decided 
last May ... made us understand that 
the Supreme Court is looking at the 
division of powers and wants a clear 
distinction,” he said. 

The Scherbel case was about a city 
council who acted as both the legisla- 
tive and the administrative branches 
of government in a city zoning mat- 
ter, said Johnson. The Utah 
Supreme Court found the city council 
in the Scherbel case could not act as 
both branches of government, he 
said. 

“The language was so strong in the 
Supreme Court’s decision that all the 
city attorneys got together to discuss 
the information and to research the 
decision,” Johnson said. The city at- 
torneys decided that the Scherbel 
ease did affect other forms of city 
governments and Johnson said 
changes were necessary for Orem 
city to comply with the ruling. 





Council member Keith Hunt 
said, “As one reads the Scherbel 
decision ... there is no indication 
that the Supreme Court knew that 
our form of government exists... I 
think we should stick with what we 
have and the worst thing that could 
happen is someone could sue us.” 

The changes Orem would need to 
make to comply with the Scherbel 
case decision would entail the city 
council drawing up standards by 
which the city manager would make 
his decisions, said Hunt. 

“We (the city government) might 
actually be more consistent, but we 
would have to give up some things I 
think a city council should do,” said 
Hunt. 

Orem’s city manager, Daryl 
Berlin, said whoever created the 
city council and city manager form 
of government didn’t understand 
how this type of city government 
would really work. “There’s noth- 
ing more crucial than planning for a 
city. To take the elected people out 
of the planning program, that’s the 
danger,” said Berlin. 

S. Blaine Willes,Orem’s mayor, 
said the city should try to move in 
the direction of complying with the. 
Supreme Court decision. Willes 
also commented on the difficulty he 
has experienced operating as the 
mayor of Orem on a part-time basis. 

“I think we need to consider the 
mayor becoming a full-time posi- 
tion. So many things the mayor 
does requires so much time. Some- 
one who has to earn a living is seri- 
ously limited in performing their 
(the mayor’s) duties,” said Willes. 

The city council members decide 
if the mayor’s job becomes full- 
time, said Berlin. “The additional 
cost of a full-time mayor will not be 
accepted by the public, but they 
don’t know the demand that is being 
placed on the mayor’s time,” said 
Willes.

Horse carriages cause problems for SLC 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake City officials are considering regulation of 
downtown Salt Lake’s increasingly competitive horse-drawn carriage busi- 
ness, which critics contend is snarling traffic in its bid for customers. 

Three carriage companies with a total of 18 vehicles are currently licensed in 
the city, City Treasurer Buzz Hunt says. Competition for fares among the 
companies is fierce, he said. 

“A considerable amount of mutual mistrust” between the companies has 
created a horse race for customers, Hunt said, especially during the carriers’ 
holiday peak season. 

The slow-moving carriages created frequent traffic congestion and often 
traffic accidents, Hunt said. Police officers have videotaped traffic violations 
committed by carriage drivers. 

“One problem we have is with drivers wearing headphones and not paying 
attention to traffic conditions,” he said. : 

What’s more, carriage companies complained about competitive tactics 
among their colleagues, many of whom vie for fares while parked near Temple 
Square and in other downtown areas. 

Mayor Palmer DePaulis has endorsed a proposed ordinance brought to him 
by Hunt “limiting competition.” 


Recent suicides may be tied to steroids 


SALT LAKE CITY — Mental health officials speculate that anabolic 
steroids being used by some local high school students could be contributing to 
a recent rash of attempted suicides by Salt Lake area teen-agers. 

Law enforcement authorities have ordered toxicology tests to check for 
possible substance abuse by two 17-year-old athletes who recently killed 
themselves. 

Hospital psychiatric counselors said they are working with authorities to 
identify and prosecute those who illegally sell the drugs to teens. 

“My impression is that the steroids are getting to the high schools from 
athletes who have previously attended those schools and want to help out the 
team’s performance,” said Rick Garrett, a primary counselor at Wasatch 
Canyon Hospital’s Dayspring program. 

Medical experts say steroid use can have side effects, including depression 
and distorted behavior. 


Officials lobby to keep federal funding 


WASHINGTON — Utah education officials, mindful that 23 of the state’s 
40 school districts receive “in-lieu-of-taxes” payments from Washington, are 
lobbying the state’s congressional delegation to preserve federal impact aid 
program funding. 

Educators are concerned because the Bush administration has recom- 
mended Congress not fund part of the program, which compensates school 
districts for educating children whose parents live or work on untaxed federal 
property. 

Of the 23 districts receiving such payments, the top four — San Juan, Davis, 
Weber and Tooele — rely heavily on the funding because of the impact of 
military installations, an Indian reservation and other federal activities. 

The program, created by Public Law 874 in 1950, may be familiar to parents 
who yearly answer an employment and residency questionnaire. The ques- 
tionnaire serves as the basis for determining how much aid school districts 
receive. 

Funding for “B” students whose parents either live or work on federal 
property has been targeted for elimination by the administration. 


Engineers say Quail Creek Damis safe 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Quail Creek Reservoir Dam is sound, being 
constructed on a less-porous foundation than an associated earthen dike which 
failed New Year’s day and caused more than $12 million in damage, two 
engineers said Wednesday. 

The testimony of Ralph Rollins and Brad Price, of the engineering firm of 
Rollins, Brown and Gunnell, which designed the reservoir, came the day after 
an independent panel declared the dike collapsed because designers failed to 
protect the structure’s silty foundation from seepage and subsequent erosion. 

Rollins and Price, using a slide presentation of the dam and dike construc- 
tion to demonstrate their comments, said the fundamental difference between 
the foundation of the dike and the dam was that the dike foundation was built 
on more porous material.

New trends come 
to Utah schools

Several new trends in education 
are popping up across the nation, ac- 
cording to Jan Lewis, 2nd vice presi- 
dent for Utah School Boards Associa- 
tion. 

Lewis, who recently attended a na- 
tional school board convention on 
leadership training, said the new pro- 
grams in education are starting to de- 
velop throughout the United States, 
and some are affecting Utah. 

“The first trend is a school-based 
management model which would put 
more management decisions on the 
school level,” said Lewis. “It would 
provide more direct input from the 
community concerning the local edu- 
cation programs and the distribution 
of funds.” 

“A year ago, Governor Bangerter 
sponsored a bill called ‘block grant- 
ing,’ which is very similar to the 
school-based management model and 
provides more spending flexibility on 
the local level,” said Winston Gleave, 
executive director of Utah School 
Boards Association. 

One of the advantages of this 
model, according to Gleave, is that if 
savings are made on budget spend- 
ing, the money would stay with the 
district rather than go back to the 
state. 

The second trend, called the open 
enrollment program, provides for a 
lot of choice in education, said Lewis. 
“President Bush and quite a few other 
legislators are in favor of the ‘choice in 
education’ program,” said Gleave. 
“The parents can choose which school 
in the state, private or public, that 
they want their children to go to.” 

The reason for the increasing popu- 
larity in open enrollment, according 
to Lewis, is that many schools are 
declining in enrollment. “Many states 
have had to close schools,” she said. 

Gleave believes implementing open 
enrollment has some disadvantages. 
“When you have to close a high school 
like Salt Lake City School District 
had to, you make a lot of people an- 
gry. You will also develop a number 
of elitist schools.” 

Gleave said the schools with the 
money would be able to solicit to the 
cream of the crop, and the public 
schools would become the dumping 
ground for those who are leftover. “It 
might be good, however, for the pub- 
lie schools to get some competition,” 
he added. 


Panell sent to prison 
for at least 15 years 
for firearm possession

On Wednesday, Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Wayne Dance argued that 
with Panell’s long list’ of violent 
crimes — including attempted first- 
degree murder, rape and aggravated 
burglary — he be sentenced to the 
possible maximum of life in prison.

units and trailers.” 

The third trend, according to 
Lewis, is more emphasis on the at- 
risk students. 

“An at-risk student is defined as 
being a minority student, who, in 
some states nationwide, is becoming - 
the majority,” Lewis said. 

Although the at-risk student popu- 
lation is growing faster in other 
states, “We do have at-risk students 
here in Utah,” said Gleave. One of the 
biggest minority groups here in Utah 
is the Navajo Indians near San Juan, 
he said. 

“Statistically, the at-risk students 
come from a lower economic situation 
and have a higher drop-out rate. 
There are also more problems with 
drugs and pregnancy,” said Lewis. 
“Tremendous efforts are going into 
solving the question of what to do 
with the teen-age at-risk student.” 

Lewis said if the funds were there, 
the prevention work should begin in 
the elementary schools. 

“We will see a lot of federal, state 
and local programs in the next couple 
of years going toward helping the at- 
risk students,” said Gleave. 

After attending the national con- 
vention, Lewis said she received a 
new perspective. 

“We (Utah) may have our problems 
with limited funds, but because we 
put emphasis on the strength of the 
family, we are ranked very high na- 
tionally in the number of high school 
and college graduates,” she said. 

According to Lewis, key people in 
the Utah education system are meet- 
ing regularly with legislators to plan 
and discuss the upcoming needs to 
implement new programs in Utah’s 
education system.

tions? Judene Wixom, office manager 
for BYUSA and Student Programs, 
said a discussion with several stu- 
dents had brought this conclusion: 
“Students with accents in their 
speech ... had’ to earn respect as 
thinking people, whereas those with- 
out accents seemed to be able to as- 
sume they had that respect.” 

However, Wixom said most people 
she has talked with said that people 
on this campus are more open than at 
other places they have been, and it is 
easier to break the barriers. She said, 
“Social maturity is the biggest factor. 
If they accept themselves as normal 
people, they can expect others to ac- 
cept them in the same way.” 

“When I see black students on cam- 
pus I have a lot of respect for them 
because I know it’s got to be harder 
for them here,” said student Rob Ben- 
nett. 

Bennett, a senior majoring in fi- 
nance, said, “I think black students 
may at times be conscious of their 
physical differences too, but once peo- 
ple get to know you, they don’t even 
notice your differences.” 

“Y’ve always had a high standard 
for myself,” said Tiffany Smith, a 
black student who has been a member 
of the LDS Church for three years. 

Smith, an 18-year-old freshman 
from Midland, Texas, said, “Right af- 
ter I got baptized I made up my mind 
to go to BYU. I knew it had a good 
atmosphere and I wanted to go to 
school where people had the same 
standards I had.” 

However, Smith said she would say 
to those planning to come to BYU, 
“Always be prepared for the unex- 
pected; don’t just expect Zion. You 
can make it Zion, but don’t just think 
you can be righteous and everything 
will be okay ... there’s always tempta- 
tion.” 

“The challenge of black students 
who are not LDS is even greater,” 
said Pugmire. In a brochure printed 
by the Office of School Relations, 
Shantell Sims, a former nursing ma- 
jor, said, “I think BYU is a great 
place — better than I thought it 
would be.

“The people I talked to from BYU 
were open with me about being a mi- 
nority in terms of race and religion, 
but everyone was friendly and after a 
couple of months I felt I belonged,” 
she said. 

Bruce Ellis, a senior majoring in 
sociology, said, “It’s a challenge be- 
cause of religion. I don’t regret com- 
ing out here ... there are other places 
that could have been better, but this 
is okay.” 

Ellis plays baseball on the BYU 
team. 

Tony Abon, 27, in the master’s pro- 
gram for engineering, said his experi- 
ence is a little different because he is 
from Africa, not America. 

He said, “In Nigeria, where I am 
from, I am not a minority — white 
people are.” 

Abon said he feels that although 
many people here have not had much 
exposure to black people, they are 
becoming more receptive because 
blacks who have attended BYU have 
left a good impression. 

There may be few black students on 
campus, but the numbers are inereas- 
ing, according to figures quoted from 
BYU Institutional Research. “Ten 
years ago there were 11 black stu- 
dents, five years ago there were 40 
and in the Fall, records said there 
were 54.” 

Director of the School of Social 
Work at BYU, Eugene Gibbons, said 
he feels there is a wholesome interac- 
tion between blacks and whites on 
campus today. However, he said, 
“Sometimes in trying to prove that 
we do indeed relate to blacks, we may 
forget to allow them their unique- 
ness.” 

An example he cited was of a black 
student in the 1970s who came to him 
and said that although she was black, 
students identified her as Fijian. Gib- 
bons said it was almost as if they 
wouldn’t allow her to be black. 

Gibbons said that through his asso- 
ciation with black people, a sentiment 
he has heard expressed a lot is, “Am I 
only what my skin color presents to 
them, or are they really interested in 
me as a person?” Glen Tuckett, BYU 
director of athletics, said he feels the 
athletic program at BYU has been a 
good experience for black students. 
He said, “If you were here last year, 
then you know that Jeff Chatman, 
former BYU basketball player, was 
well received.”

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Why do we forget our cultural heroes}:

Those who take a perverse plea- 
sure in observing the decline and fall 
of American culture will relish a re- 
cent episode. It seems that my room- 
mate, who is a high school band 
teacher but not otherwise masochis- 
tic, recently found out that one of his 
students had no idea who the Beatles 
were. 

Please don’t misinterpret my con- 
cern about this episode. I am not pos- 
sessed of an unwonted reverence for 
the Beatles. Unlike many in the last 
Congress, who muttered the shibbo- 
leth “Give Peace a Chance” as they 
betrayed the Contras, I do not scour 
Beatles lyrics in search of sacred 
texts, or see them as a handbook ona 
sound foreign policy. However, I find 
it appalling that a normal American 
teenager could be unaware of the 
Beatles. 

Part of my concern emanates from 
the fact that Ihave had a similar expe- 


rience, While teaching a guitar lesson 
about five years ago, I was devas- 
tated to find out that my student had 
never heard of Led Zeppelin. Non- 
plussed, I cut the lesson short, rea- 
soning that I was out of my depth as 
an instructor. 

What is it about American society 
that militates against cultural mem- 
ory? It has been a scant quarter of a 
century since the advent of the Beat- 
les; it has been 20 years since the 
debut of Led Zeppelin. Now it ap- 
pears that a generationis rising that 
cannot remember either of them. 
Consider: if teens are utterly ignorant 
of the titans of rock music (music be- 
ing a subject teens care about), are 


they likely to know much about any-*' 


thing? This may appear to be a quan- 
tum leap in logic, but I don’t think 
that a generation ignorant of the 
Beatles is ready for self-government. 
We may have to raise the voting age 
again. 

-Where could American teens have 
learned such ignorance? Why, from 
their elders, of course— the ones that 
have given us such things as MTV and 
USA Today. America is a nation 
characterized by an attenuated atten- 
tion span.

Honor’s module to deal with ancient work 








THOUGHTS FROM THE = 
Heart or Campus 


Have you ever wondered what 
lurks in the bowels of the special col- 
lections vault in the library? Does the 
term “rare manuscripts” evoke im- 
ages of cloistered monks copying im- 
mense tomes for hours at a time, with 
only one candle to light the room? The 
whole scene is reminiscent of the 
Naming of the Rose, isn’t it? You 
won't find weathered old sages comb- 
ing the aisles of the Harold B. Lee 
library, of course, but you can experi- 


ence a little bit of 18th and 14th cen- 
tury learning in the next series ‘of 
Honors Modules. 

Beginning March 16th and continu-. 
ing for the next four Thursday nights 
at 6p.m., Chad Flake will be teaching 
a module about ancient manuscripts, 
scholar printers and the books pro- 
duced after Gutenberg’s development 
of the printing press. 

The first lecture will deal primarily 
with facsimiles of manuscripts from 
the Middle Ages. These facsimiles are 
far from being mere Xerox copies of 
words, however; they have been care- 
fully hand-copied by monks in order 
to preserve them. 

ile the manuscripts that will be 
discussed are not the original sheets 
the authors wrote on, they are still 
extremely beautiful and valuable. 

Later, students can examine several 
of the actual manuscripts.

The second session will expand its 
scope to include the impact of the 
printing press on 15th century litera- 
ture. The first 50 years of printin 
will be covered. Then Dr, Flake will 
discuss Aldous Mantius and the 
scholar-printers of the 16th century. 

The series will conclude with a lec- 
ture about the current revival of 
printing techniques. 

If the subject matter alone isn’t 
enough to make you sacrifice your 
weekly 6 p.m. dinner date for four 
weeks, the books themselves are.

Recently, I did a little research on 
parking conditions at BYU and have 
concluded that there are two dimen- 
sions to. the problem. The first dimen- 
“sion is the student and faculty side. 
Little needs to be said about the in- 
convenience and frustration that both 
students and faculty bear each morn- 
ing looking for parking. We are all 
acquainted with the problem. In fact, 
several articles in the past few years 
have, if not effectively, at least elo- 
quently illuminated the problem of 

YU parking. 

The second side of the problem is 
little discussed yet much more serious 
and urgent. A few days ago, I took 
time out to talk with city residents 
who live'on the East and South sides 
of campus. Without exception, each 
person stated that campus parking 
conditions do affect their daily lives. 

One woman recounted the morning 
she was late to a doctor’s SP 
because she had to wait for police to 
tow a student’s car from her drive- 
way. Another woman explained that 


it is not uncommon to find her drive- 
way blocked by illegally parked cars. 
It is frustrating for her to have to 
ark (with groceries) several blocks 
rom her own home. Even legally 
parked cars present a nuisance to res- 
idents. All expressed resentment of 
the fact that friends and visitors can- 
not park within cosy eeEe distance 
from their homes. The residents are 
here to stay. Our temporary parking 
inconvenience is their permanent 
problem. Student inconsideration is 
not enirely to blame. Useful parking 
space is decreasing as rapidly as the 
university expands. The fact that stu- 
dents choose not to park in the distant 
stadium and Marriott Center lots re- 
veals that those lots do not ade- 
uately meet the needs of students. 
Under ound/terrace parking is 
costly. The university has not consid- 
ered the second dimension of the 
roblem in its cost benefit analysis. 
en the benefits to neighboring res- 
idents are considered together with 
the benefits to students and faculty, 
the costs of parking enhancements 
can no longer justify inaction to the

Healthy families 
can improve with 
attitude therapy

Long-term commitment to skills 
and techniques learned from family 
enrichment programs is one of the 
hardest yet most valuable achieve- 
ments in family improvement, said 
Karen Wampler, marriage and family 
therapy program director of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

While addressing a. BYU marriage 
and family therapy brown-bag semi- 
nar Wednesday, Wampler said stud- 
ies show clear evidence that family 
enrichment programs do result in im- 
proved behavior and attitudes. — 

However, after continued partici- 
pation in a family enrichment pro- 
gram there is a gradual decline in the 
improved behavior, she said. 

Wampler advised students and in- 
structors of marriage and family ther- 
apy to find ways of encouraging 
families to continue practicing im- 
provement techniques. 

Family enrichment programs, de- 
signed to teach healthy families how 
to get even better, need to teach par- 
ticipants realistic expectations, 
Wampler said. This helps partici- 
pants not to get discouraged and to 
continue exercising improvement 
techniques.

Pres. Holland discusses key BYU issues 


Editor’s note: This is the second 
part of The Daily Universe’s Tuesday 
meeting with BYU President Jeffrey 
Holland, Academic Vice Presiden 
Jae Ballif, Administrative Vice 
President Dee Andersen and Execu- 
tive Vice President John Stohlton. 

D.U. Sports Editor: As a result of 
recent sportsmanship incidents 
around the WAC, what are you 
planning to do or bring up in a meet- 
ing with WAC schools in the near 
future? 

Pres. Holland: We've been con- 
cerned...with...the national plight of 
intercollegiate athletics ... The more 
local picture is we have some chal- 
lenges in our relationships within the 
Western Athletic Conference ... My 
position is that maybe BYU can do 
something about that ...

It’s reasonably 
well-known that BYU is the school 
that’s concerned. But number two is 
that I think I would be prepared to 
take to that meeting what we intend 
to do and what we will try to continue 
to do about our own athletic pro-

D.U.: The Wyoming Athletic Di- 
rector responded to BYU’s un- 
sportsmanship allegations by say- 
ing that BYU is just having a poor 
year in competition. What’s your 
response to that? 

Pres. Holland: I don’t have any 

_ response to that. That’s hardly worth 
responding to. 


D.U. staff writer: I’ve been told | 


that within two months, BYU is 
considering changing its insurance 
policy. In light of the 1988 Civil 
Rights Restoration Act that states 
that federal funding will be cutoff 
to any division of a college that vio- 
lates civil rights, there’s an article 
here from The Chronicle of Higher 
Education that quotes you. There’s 
an all inclusive premium here 
where everyone is paying for preg- 
nancy coverage, but single women 
are not covered because it goes 
against Church policy. It says here 
that officials say that the university 
is violating civil rights. I was won- 
dering what your response is to 
that. Is BYU filing for an exemp- 
tion again or what are the plans for 
the future of insurance? 

Pres. Holland: We have had a reli- 
gious tenant exemption from the be- 
ginning in our civil rights legislation 
... In that particular article and on 
that particular issue, BYU has never 
ever been in difficulty ... I have been 
serving for two years as the president 
of the American Association of Presi- 
dents of Independent Colleges and

Universities ... And it comes down to 
some fine-tuned language in the civil 
rights legislation itself that any school 
“controlled by” a church is exempt or 
can get such exemption ... The long 
and the short of it is that we have our 
exemption and we have a great deal 
more latitude with our insurance pro- 
gram.
